7. Independent Claim 1 is allowable because none of the prior 
art of record disclose an automatic anti-accident electrical 
outlet comprising a main body having a plurality of electric 
coupling insertion holes and electric wire insertion holes 
formed on its back face and a circuit board with an overload 
protection installed on the circuit board for selectively 
coupling a source of the electric power to the main body in 
combination with the other claim limitations. 

8. Independent Claim 3 is allowable because none of the prior 
art of record disclose an automatic anti-accident electrical 
outlet having at least one receptacle comprising an overload 
protector, coupled to a main body, having a function restoration 
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button and generates current through the surge capacitor, step- 
down resistor, and rectifying diode for actuating the alarm lamp 
for visually alerting a user in combination with the other claim 
limitations .
